Many thinking individuals have hoped that Andover 
might recapture its seat in the state legislature this fall. 

As most men and women recall, J. Everett Collins held 
one seat in this triple district with two men from Methuen 
usually winning the other two posts. When Mr. Collins 
stepped down, three Methuen nen won Republican nomina- 
tions and, thus, the election in November. 

That was two years ago — when Atty. Arthur Williams 
came within a handful of votes of receiving the nomina- 
tion, which finally went to Thomas Slack of Methuen. 

This had appeared to be the year to restore the old bal- 
ance — one that has served well during the years. Many 
voters, while harboring no ill feeling against any of the 
incumbents, have hoped that one Andover resident would 
be nominated to represent this end of the fairly large dis- 
trict. | 

But it looks now as though Andover’s chances are slim 
indeed. 

For practical politicians tend to agree that no Andover 
resident can receive the GOP nomination unless he is the 
only candidate from this town. They argue that a resident 
of this community must pick up many votes in Methuen, 
No. Andover and Ward One of Lawrence — votes that are 
primarily cast “‘against’’ the incumbents. With only one 
man in the field from Andover, he would get those votes. 
These, plus substantial support from Andover voters and 
from his old and new friends in the other parts of the dis- 
trict might be enough to nominate him. 

But two candidates from Andover would split the out-of- 
town vote and likely would hurt each other here in town 
too. Thus, the politicians say, the incumbents are home 
free — no contest — all because there are too many Ando- 
ver men in the race. 

On several occasions we have expressed our desire to 
see a local man nominated and elected. And so we feel 
badly that two men are now in the contest, for they will 
surely split the vote, creating their own defeat. 

One candidate from Andover would be in a doubly strong 
position this year because there are no other candidates 
challenging the incumbents. The three — Reps. Frank S. 
Giles Jr., William Longworth and Thomas Slack — have 
no Opposition in their hometown. 

It certainly is a shame that something can’t be done to 
present a united front behind one candidate in the Septem- 
ber primary.

We were met at the Andover sta- 
tion by Mr. Chandler in the Dem- 
ocrat wagon and driven the two 
miles to the farm. 

My parents, with my four year 
old sister and nurse maid, drove 
in the carry-all from Boston, to 
get the horse there.
